It had to come down, Sue Ennabe worried 
that the 80-foot tree stood too close to her 
house, Other trees in her yard had met the 
fate of windy nights, and Ms. Ennabe feared 
a storm would take her giant fir as well. 

Tree removal, especially of such an enor- 
mous tree, costs money. But Ms. Ennabe was 
visited this fall at her house in Hampton 


Falls, N.H., by an elf who offered to take the 
tree away for free. 

The elf was Mark Donohoe, a landscaper 
from Brickstone Properties, who had been 
sent on a mission. He said his mission had 
been not only “to find the biggest tree,” but 
to find one that was “a danger to its proper-

Brickstone Properties was looking for a 
Christmas tree to spruce up Brickstone 
Square on York Street in Shawsheen Village. 
The business complex wanted, for the second 
year in a row, to fill its courtyard with lights 
and cheer to celebrate the holidays. 

Mr. Donohoe said he flew in an airplane 
over the Andover-Georgetown-Hampton- 
Halls area in search of his tree, and distribut- 
ed pamphlets to homes where he saw poten- 
tial arbor. He finally found and felled the 
tree in Ms. Ennabe’s yard. 

His sales pitch to Ms. Ennabe had been, 
“How would you like your tree to be a 
Christmas tree?” 

An offer she didn’t refuse, Ms. Ennabe let 
Brickstone take the tree that she would have 
otherwise had to pay to get rid of. 

Brickstone transported the 30,000-pound 
tree from Hampton Falls to Andover just 
before Thanksgiving. Mr. Donohoe recalls, 
“The arrival of the tree (at Brickstone 
Square) was a sight. People were watching 
from their (office) windows — You can be 
sure not a lot of work was done that after- 
noon.” 

The tree, said to be the largest live Christ- 
mas tree in Massachusetts, was decked out 
in 15,000 colored lights to make its celebrated 
debut on Dec. 3. Aglow, it can be seen from 
various vantage points in Andover, as well 
as from the highway ride home on Route. 
495. 

Thursday evening, Dec. 12, Ms. Ennabe 
came to visit her tree. Her Mercedes joined 
the steady stream of cars driving on, as 
Brickstone President Marty Spagat calls it, 
“Bricktstone Loop.” The “Loop,” located in 
the parking lot of Brickstone Square, sur- 
rounds the tree, attracting vehicles like 
moths to the lights.

Ice melt at Old 
Town Hall

Workers installed heating cables on 
the slate roof at Old Town Hall last 


week after ice and snow from the roof 


fell on at least two vehicles parked 
along side the building. 

Fred Jaeschke, municipal mainte- 
nance director, said the problem is 
with the slate roof installed when the 
building was renovated in 1989-1990. 
Insulation was installed at the same 
time and now, instead of the snow 
melting as it did previously, it piles up. 

A‘ small steel railing that runs along 
the edge of the roof holds some of the 
snow, but also acts like a ski jump. As 
the snow builds up, sections higher up 
on the roof break off and slide across 
the lower snow, up over the railing and 
onto the car's parked below. 


“We're going to put up some electric 
heating cables up there,” Mr, Jaeschke 
said last Thursday. “That should keep 
it melting all the time.” 

The cables will melt the ice gradual- 
ly so it doesn’t come down in large 
sheets, Mr. Jaeschke said. 

The town paid $4,928 for damage to 
five cars last year, according to Jack 
Aulson, purchasing manager. No 
claims have yet been filed with the 
town for the most recent incidents, he 
said. 


A private company was hired to 
install the heating cables on the slate 
roof last week. Town workers were to 
do the electric work to hook them up. 

The roof should have had small 
snow cleats installed with the slates, 
which would have held the sheets of ice 
in place. But to install those clips now 
would involve ripping up the slate roof. 


The town will continue to block off 


the parking around the building dur- 
ing and after storms until officials are 
sure the cables work, but Mr. Jaeschke 
is confident they will do the trick. 

“T’ve seen it done elsewhere. It has 
worked,” Mr. Jaeschke said. 

If the heating cables don’t work, the 
town will have to look at somehow 
installing the cleats, or another rail, 
higher up on the roof, he said.

Town office employees will take a 
half day without pay Tuesday, Christ- 
mas Eve, in order to get the whole day 
off and to make up for a $3,000 to $4,000 
shortfall in the town budget. 

“The general government crew will 
take the 24th off,” Candace Hall, per- 
sonnel director, said this week. “Half of 
it will be a paid day off and half will be 
an unpaid furlough day.” 


Town officials recently met with 
employees looking for suggestions to 
make up for the $3,000-4,000 deficit in 
the personnel budget. The employees 
came up with the idea of a full-day fur- 
lough, rather than consider any lay- 
offs, according to Ms. Hal. 

As it turned out, a half-day furlough 
was enough to make up the deficit. The 
town gave the employees the rest of the 
day as a “gift,” an extra half-day holi- 
day, according to Ms, Hall. 


“They all were very supportive of 
the idea of a furlough,” Ms. Hall said of 
the employees. “I commend them. It 
was a very generous thing to do. It was 
a sterling example of cooperation and 
good will.”

Dover, N.H., pays Kenneth Duval $1 M 


Dover, N.H., has agreed to pay 
former Andover resident Ken- 
neth Duval $1 million in a settle- 
ment for false arrest and has 
dropped its appeal of the Decem- 
ber 1990 US District Court jury 
award. Mr. Duval now lives in 
Tewksbury. 


Mr. Duval, who was living at 1 
Cheever Circle in 1984, was 
arrested by Dover, N.H., police 
in connection with a series of 
diamond thefts in New Hamp- 
shire and Maine. Mr. Duval was 
given the award last year after 
the jury found the Dover, N.H., 
police chief, two officers and the 
town of Dover filed charges 
against Mr. Duval without ade- 
quate evidence. 


A man questioned by Dover 
police in 1984 in connection with 
the diamond thefts gave Mr. 


Duval’s name as someone who 
looked like the composite draw- 
ing of the suspect. According to 
Dort Bigg of Manchester, N.H., 
Mr. Duval’s lawyer, the suspect 
in the diamond thefts was a 
short, stocky, dark-skinned man 
who was missing teeth. Mr. Bigg 
said his client is tall, slender, 
fair-skinned and has all his 
teeth. 


Mr. Duval was charged and 
indicted, but as the cases came 
up in each town, and prosecu- 
tors examined the evidence, all 
charges against Mr. Duval were 
dropped. 


“Our theory is that the Dover 
police turned a blind eye on any 
information that would interfere 
in getting their scapegoat. This 
was the most outrageous bag-job 
I’ve ever seen,” Mr. Bigg said.

Employees take 
furlough to — 
cover deficit

This is the second part of a series on town 
employee salaries the Townsman will run 
between now and April Town Meeting. The 
list is just a portion of the total town payroll. 
All figures are for calendar year 1990. 

Andover’s town office employees will 
take a half-day furlough this Tuesday, 
Christmas Eve, to cover a $3,000 to $4,000 
deficit in the general government personal 
services budget. The furlough was the 
employees’ idea to avoid layoffs, according 
to Candace Hall, personnel director. (See 
related story on 
page 3.) 

But that $3,000 to 
$4,000 savings pales 
when compared to 
the $12.4 million 
spent on town 
employee salaries 
last year. 

That figure includes $10.7 million in regu- 
lar pay and $1.27 million in overtime. The 
other $400,000 of the total was for police 
details. These figures include government 
employees only and no school system 
employees.

Clarifications 

Rod Smith, town accountant, is not 
retired. The $3,000 listed in addition to his 
salary is a stipend he receives for managing 
the town’s retirement fund. 

The salary total for Tony Torrisi, budget 
and finance director, includes $150 a week 
he received in addition to his regular salary 
from February to June for serving as acting 
town manager after Ken Mahony retired 
and before Buzz Stapczynski was hired. 

Stephen Long was a Merrimack College 
student who did an internship in the finance 
office last year. 

Lynn C. Dewhirst and Eugene Tworek 
are no longer with the assessors office. Bar- 
bara Botsch and Konrad: Underkofler, listed 
in data processing, have also retired. 

Al Daniels retired as town counsel this 
year and Thomas Urbelis was hired for that 
position. 


Most of those listed here as town clerk 
employees were poll workers who worked 
one or two elections in 1990. This is a partial 
list of the poll workers. Several others were 
listed in the first installment of this series in 
the Dec. 12 issue of the Townsman. 

Poll workers in general receive $5 an 
hour, according to Randy Hanson, town 
clerk. Supervisors get slightly more. 

Elden Salter retired from his duties as 
town clerk in the fall of 1989, but officially 
remained on the books until January, 1990. 
The pay listed for him reflects a “terminal 
leave” payment, which includes a portion of 
accumulated sick and vacation time he did 
not use. 

Olga Palenski was assistant to Mr. Salter 
and also retired in January of 1990. 

Linda Gagnon is secretary to the Finance 
Committee, and other town boards, and 
keeps-minutes of their meetings:

neighbor and it appears the fire started 
in the exterior wall near the connec- 
tion pipe from the wood stove to the 
chimney on the roof,” he said. 
“Apparently the man living in the 
house left for work earlier in the morn- 
ing and left the wood stove going.” 
According to Deputy Lynch, the 
owners of the home were living in 
Florida and the house was being occu- 
pied by the owners’ sons, Michael and 
Frank LasQuade.

No estimate on damages has been 
made yet, but the house is uninhabit-

Unisex suspect robs

or another. I personally feel that it is a 
male.” 

The tall, thin suspect entered the 
bank at about 10:40 Friday morning, 
Dec. 13. The suspect was described as 6 
feet 1 or 2 inches tall, about 130 pounds, 
wearing a green trench coat, jeans and 
white sneakers. The suspect had a ski 
mask pulled down over the face. The 
eye holes had been cut larger and the 
suspect was wearing glasses. 

“(He) told everybody to stay right 
where they were,” Detective Grant 
said. “No weapon was shown.” 

The robber approached one teller 
and told her to put all her money ina 
small specialty-store-type paper bag, 


went to another and told her to do the 
same thing, then fled out a back door. 

Witnesses told police the suspect 
fled up an alley beside the Andover 
Savings Bank building and out onto 
Main Street, then disappeared. 

Police first suspected the robber had 
boarded a bus at Old Town Hall, but 
were told by the driver that no one got 
on at Old Town Hall. One motorist 
reported seeing the suspect on the side- 
walk on Main Street, but was in the 
midst of negotiating a turn. When the 
motorist looked back, the suspect was 
gone. 

Police believe the suspect may have 
had an accomplice waiting with a car 
on Main Street, according to Detective 
Grant.

Justice Dept. reportedly 
investigating local condos

The sale and financing of a 70-unit 
condominium complex in town is 
expected to the focus of a Justice 
Department investigation, the Associ- 
ated Press reported earlier this week. 

The Andover, condominiums locat- 
ed on Railroad Avenue, were built in 
the late 1980s by William H. Walsh, a 
lawyer and Cambridge city councilor, 
Thomas Moranian of Winchester and 
Mochammad A. Chaudry, with $11 mil- 
lion worth of loans from the Eliot Sav- 
ings Bank of Boston, and two other 
banks. 

“I have not been notified of any 
investigation of the development or of 
me personally,” Mr. Walsh told the 
Townsman Tuesday. 

“T believe that the investigation is of 
the Eliot bank and the loans it has 
made. I haven’t done anything wrong,” 
he said. 


According to Mr. Walsh, there are 20 
owners of the Andover development 
project, and Mr. Moranian, Mr. 
Chaudry and he are the three trustees. 

The Eliot Savings Bank became 
insolvent in March of 1990 and failed 
three months later. According to Mr. 
Walsh, federal investigations are rou- 
tine when banks fail. 

Earlier reports published this week 
quoted unidentified Justice Depart- 
ment sources as saying the investiga- 
tion is expected to focus on the possi- 
bility that sale prices were artificially 
raised to try to get larger mortgages to 
bail out the 70-unit condominium com- 
plex. 

The development was completed in 
1988, but only seven of the 70 units had 
been sold by the end of that year. 
According to Mr. Walsh, a second

2 stories: Robbery and dying in a restaurant

Mary McQuade was robbed last 
weekend. Her purse was snatched 
from her and now she’s trying to 
think what she could have done and 
could do in the future to better pro- 
tect herself. 

Monday, I had a good and infor- 
mative chat with Mrs. McQuade, 75 
Elm St., the 
wife of 
Thomas 
McQuade, 
who is 
retired 
from Gen- 
eral Elec- 
tric where 
he worked 
for 43 
years. They 
are the parents of five children and 
grandparents of five. 

Mrs. McQuade sounds like a 
savvy woman. Two days after the 
robbery, she is more pensive than 
angry about it. 

Here’s what happened. Mrs. 
McQuade had been grocery shopping 
last Saturday at Shaw’s supermarket 
on Route 114 in Lawrence. 

“My purse was in the wagon,” 
Mrs. McQuade told me, referring to 
the shopping cart. “You really should 
not do that. I know that was the 


error.” 

She’d left her pocketbook — the 
kind with a long shoulder strap — in 
the part of the cart where you could 
seat a small child. 

“For some length of time he must 
have watched me,” she said, even fig- 
uring he watched her when she 
entered the grocery store. “He came 
by and just lifted the purse. A car 
was waiting. In the car, there was a 
group of people. They were waiting 
for him in the car.” 

When I suggested maybe she 
should have worn her pocketbook 
over her shoulder, Mrs. McQuade 
said she thought that would be dan- 
gerous, too, that the person might 
have pulled at it and dragged her to 
the pavement. Now, what she thinks 
she should have done is locked her 
pocketbook in the car trunk before 
she unloaded the groceries from the 
cart. 

She only had about $20 in her wal- 
let, but she had credit cards, a couple 
of courtesy cards from grocery 
stores, her driver’s license, her AAA 
card and her automatic teller 
machine card. 

I asked her if today she feels afraid 
or does she feel rage. Instead, her 
answer was, “I just felt so sorry that 
anybody has a life like that, that 


‘somebody has to steal my purse: to 


make ends meet.” 

Mrs. McQuade has learned some 
things from the robbery. She’s con- 
sidering not carrying a purse at all - 
just taking the money or credit card 
she’ll need on that particular shop- 
ping trip and putting it in her pocket. 
Of course she says that it’s difficult 
not to carry a lot of cash because 
“your grocery bill can easily be over 
$100.” And after thinking about it 
over the weekend, Mrs. McQuade 
thinks that she should have shouted, 
“Stop, thief,” instead of the “Stop!” 
which she shouted. She thinks that if 
she had called the person a thief, peo- 
ple in the parking lot, and there were 
plenty, might have taken a closer 
look and been able to help her identi- 
fy the man, or the car, or something. 

“T really don’t know what the 
answer is,’ Mrs. McQuade conclud- 
ed. 

Neither do I, but I am grateful to 
her for sharing her story. It may help 
me and others to. be more careful.

Mr. Froburg and Mr. Siopes put 
themselves in harm’s way on more 
than one occasion for the town of 
Andover. As a consequence of that ser- 
vice to the town, Mr. Siopes now has a 
bad heart and Mr. Froburg is suffering 
a bad back. 

Town Manager Reginald “Buzz” 
Stapezynski is quoted as saying, “The 
problem is, everybody who is out. is on 
full-pay status.” It is clear Stapezynski 
does not want the town of Andover to 
live up to its part of the contract. 

The town of Andover has failed woe- 
fully on its end of the bargain on sever- 
al occasions. Contemplating firefighter 
Leonard Poole’s case, he was paid 
$250,000 in an out-of-court settlement 
with similar circumstances,

Dear School Committee, 

Recently, I read in our local newspa- 
pers that the School Committee is con- 
sidering a redistricting plan. The plan 
that suggests doing away with the cur- 
rent K-2 integrated primary at Shaw- 
sheen and converting it to a K-5 neigh- 
borhood elementary in order to relieve 
overcrowding in our other elementary 
schools. Please tell me that I am dream- 
ing! 

Just last year, during your attempt 
to find a way to keep Shawsheen open, 
you convinced the tax payers that it 
was not feasible to use Shawsheen as a 
K-5. You named many reasons why the 
school could not be used in this capaci- 
ty, including its shortcomings in meet- 
ing the state codes and numerous reno- 
vations that would be necessary in 
order for it to be comparable to our 
other fine elementary school facilities. 

And now, just one short year later, 
with little or no extra money available, 
you want to use Shawsheen as a K-5.

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Water runs dirty on Boston Road

About 10 families on Boston Road were 
left without clean water for several days last 
week when a contractor broke three water 
mains in the South Main Street area. 

The contractor, L.V. Mawn Corp. of Brain- 
tree, was hired by North Reading to tie into 


“When the mains are broken the 
water rushes to the break at a much 
faster speed and any rust on the 
pipes breaks off. That’s where the 
discolored water comes from,” he 
said. 

Once the break is repaired the 
DPW crews flush out the discolored 


ing can take anywhere from one 
hour to a day to obtain clear water. 
In the case of the Boston Road area, 
he said, the pipes were flushed for 
four days before gates were changed 
and fresh water reached the affected 
pipes.

“If you had a cowboy out there 
who was reckless, the way we’ve had 
some time, you'd have a lot more 
breaks. Three is not bad,” he said.

water was running clear by last 
weekend. 


Andover water mains and access water, said 
Bob McQuade, Andover director of public 
works. 

Andover voters approved the sale of water 
to North Reading at last spring’s Town Meet- 
ing. 

“We've been without water for four days,” 
Kathy Paone, 8 Boston Road, told the Towns- 
man, Friday, Dec. 13. 

Ms. Paone said she and her neighbors 
have continually had problems with dirty, 
rusty water since work began to tie into the 
water mains. 

“ T had to replace (earlier this year) a 
washing machine that was only three years 
old. The water turned brown and sediment 
went into the filters and it couldn’t be 
saved,” she said. 

Last week a paving crew affiliated with 
the contractor opened a hydrant on Boston 
Road to fill its hot-top roller, said Mr. 
McQuade, which is a violation that cost the 
paving company $100. 

The dirty water problem in the South 
Main Street and Boston Road area is a direct 
result of broken water mains, said Mr. 
McQuade. Water usually flows through pipes 
at the speed of “a couple feet per second,” he 
said.

Depth and defense, two 
impressive strengths that 
should keep any athletic team 
competitive, will be the keys to 
the 1991-92 Andover High hock- 
ey squad.

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Board backs parking signs 


Signs would direct parkers to town lots 


By Don Staruk 

Selectmen voted this week to back a plan 
proposed by the Central Business District 
Committee to install several signs downtown 
directing motorist to public parking and 
identifying municipal lots. 

Blue signs with a large “P,” similar to 
what is used in Boston, will be placed on 
major roads coming into downtown, direct- 
ing motorists to parking areas. Public lots 
will be identified with large, probably green 
signs indicating the name of the lot, such as 
“Main Street Municipal Parking Lot” for the 
parking next to Olde Andover Village, and 
the number of spaces. 

The signs may also show the layout of the 
downtown with a “you are here” type indica- 
tion. 

Selectmen approved the proposal subject 
to available funding. Peter Green, a member 
of the CBDC, and Harry Smith, town plan- 
ner, said the signs would cost a total of about 
$1,000, not including installation. 

Buzz Stapezynski, town manager, was to 
discuss the signs with Bob McQuade, Depart- 
ment of Public Works director, and see 
whether they could be fit into the DPW bud- 
get. Selectman Bill Downs also asked that 
Mr. Stapezynski check to see if the signs can 
be made by town workers, as are some other 
municipal signs. The DPW and police will be 
asked to review the plan for the signs. 
More signs 

The CBDC also recommended that signs 
be posted along major roads, such as Inter- 


state 93, Route 495 and Route 125, directing 
motorists to downtown Andover. 

It has been pointed out at past CBHC 
meetings that employees of businesses out 
on River Road and Dascomb Road don’t even 
know there is a downtown Andover. 

Selectman Gerald Silverman said 
Andover has traditionally tried to avoid a lot 
of signs. Selectman Jim Barenboim coun- 
tered, half jokingly, that that could be why 
the CBD is having problems. 

Board members encouraged the planners 
to continue looking at the outlying signs, but 
did not officially endorse that idea Monday 
night. 


Shawsheen parking 

Selectmen put off a vote on a proposal*to 
change the public parking lot in Shawsheen 
Square to all-day, unrestricted parking. 

The 87-space lot, located on North Main 
Street in front of the soccer field, is currently 
posted for no parking before 8 a.m, 

Selectman Charles Wesson said the 
change would turn the area into a commuter 
lot for workers from Haverhill and beyond, 
who would stop there to take the bus to 
Boston. He said the change wouldn’t do any- 
thing to help residents or businesses in 
Shawsheen, 

“T know this isn’t going to work out,” Mr. 
Wesson said. The board delayed any action 
on the amendment proposal until it gets a 
traffic report and police report from the 
town manager.

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CBD needs fast food restaurant,

theater, services for elderly

A survey complet- 
ed last month down- 
town reveals shop- 
pers want a fast-food 
restaurant and some 
type of entertain- 
ment, possibly a 
movie theater, in the 
Main Street area. 

The results also 
show that parking is 
not as much of a con- 
cern to people as it 
has been made out to 
be. 

The 25-question 
gurvey was complet- 
ed from Nov. 20-30 by 
Merrimack College 
students working for 
the Central Business 
District Committee. 
It consisted of 123 on- 
the-street inter- 
views, 26 phone 
interviews and 11 in- 
store questionnaires. 

The purpose of the 
survey was to find 
out what goods and 
services were want- 
ed downtown by 
Andover residents. 

A report on the 
survey was to be pre- 
sented to the CBDC 
Wednesday night, 
Dec. 18, after the 
Townsman went to 
press. 

A preview of the 
findings revealed 
that: 

« The main pur- 
pose of trips down- 
town is to shop or do 
errands; 

¢- The majority of 
shoppers visit down- 
town on a weekly 
basis; 

« Afternoon is the 
most popular time 
for shopping, and

The most positive 
responses were for 
the marketing mix 
in the CBD. The cur- 
rent parking situa- 
tion received the 
most negative 
responses, but those 
were a relatively 
small number of all 
those surveyed. 

Not surprisingly, 
a hardware store and 
grocery store were 
the most frequent 
responses to what 
was needed in the

CBD. But a majority 
also wanted more 
food establishments, 
and a fast food 
restaurant lead the 
responses. 
Respondents were 
also asked to make 
recommendations on 
how to make down- 
town a more exciting 
and pleasant place. 


“Many people sug- 
gested the need for 
entertainment such 
as a movie theater or 
a coffee house,” the 
report said. 

Nearly 22 percent 
of those surveyed 
said parking in the 
CBD was very good 
or excellent. 

While 17.2 percent 
of those asked said 
parking was poor 
downtown and 31.8 
percent said it was 
only fair, 29.1 per- 
cent said it was good. 
Another 14.6 percent 
said it was very good 
and 7.3 percent 


called it excellent. 

Although most 
respondents said 
they went downtown 
weekly, about 48 per- 
cent, another rough- 
ly 27 percent said 
they made daily trips 
downtown. 

Nearly 75 percent 
said they went down- 
town once a month 
for a professional 
visit. 

Three out of four 
persons stopped on 
the street agreed to 
take part. The entire 
CBD was targeted. 
Only 11 of the 50 sur- 
veys left in stores 
were returned. 

The five Merri- 
mack College 
seniors, all market- 
ing majors, complet- 
ed the survey as a 
project for a market- 
ing research course, 
according to Chuck 
Comegys, associate 
professor of market- 
ing in the business 
school.

move from the indi- 
vidual, like all the 
others, to govern- 
ment and to the eco- 
nomic side to make 
it work.
